3 UNL schools 
use no quotas 
for admissions

The University of Nebraska does not use quotas — 
either formal or informal — in granting racial minority or 
female admissions to its professional colleges of medicine, 
law or dentistry. 
There are recruitment efforts, but no separate or 
special admission procedures for such applicants. 
The results, so far, show an increasing and substantial 
number of female enrollees — but far less impressive 
figures in terms of minority enrollment. 
In a separate, but related, area, faculty and staff 
employment on the university’s three campuses points 
toward what may actually be a decline in minority 
numbers. 
The latest figures (1976) show 4,321 full and part-time 
male staff members and 3,664 who are female. 
All but 258 of the men and all but 257 of the women were 
white. 
Barbara Coffey, the equal opportunity coordinator for 
the university system, believes the minority totals will be 
down in 1977 — for the second year in a row 
Affirmative action suggests that the racial and sex 
balance of employes performing similar duties approach 
that of the general population of qualified persons 
available. 
Supreme Court case watched 
As she surveys what she fears may be a stalled “ affir­ 
mative action” employment effort by the total university 
community, Ms. Coffey casts a wary eye at the U.S. 
Supreme Court in Washington. 
Next week the court is scheduled to hear arguments in 
a unique discrimination lawsuit which could map the future 
of equal opportunity programs in America, not only in 
education, but in employment. 
Allan Bakke, an applicant who failed to gain entry to 
the University of California's medical school at Davis, has 
challenged its special admissions policy which reserves 16 
of 100 slots in each entering class 4or disadvantaged 
students. 
“ If Bakke wins,” Ms. Coffey says, we are going to see 
some diminution of the work of the past. A distraction from 
business-as-usual would be lifted, and practices would 
revert very much to what they were before affirmative ac­ 
tion. 
"But if the decision favors UC-Davis, it would be the 
best shot in the arm affirmative action has received since 
its inception." 
After laboring at the university for six years, she says, 
she must conclude that affirmative action is largely in un­ 
fulfilled promise. 
The university has a plan with goals in employment, 
structured by Ms. Coffey and approved by the federal 
government last year. Without such a plan, NU could lose 
tederal contracts — and money. 
There are no formal plans with goals for student 
recruitment, just a variety of efforts. 
The College of Medicine in Omaha tries to encourage 
minority applications, but it doesn't get many, Dean Perry 
Rigby says. 
Eighty-one of the 827 applicants for a spot in this year's 
entering class were minority persons, but only nine were 
Nebraskans — and resident students are clearly favored. 
Two residents and one nonresident were admitted. 
There are "no quotas for anyone” and standard 
requirements for all, Rigby said. An 11-member ad­ 
missions committee considers all applicants, and its vote is 
final and decisive. 
The college feels "multiple pressures” in considering 
applicants, he said. Resident Nebraskans are more likely 
to be admitted and, in view of the shortage of physicians in 
sparsely settled areas of the state, "we do feel we should 
encourage applications from rural areas of Nebraska.” 
There are now 105 women and 13 minority students 
(tour of them blacks, and three American Indians) in the 
College of Medicine. Total enrollment exceeds 460, 
Five years ago, the figures were 46 and three. 
The College of Law has a minority recruitment 
program which contacts all minority upperclass students 
at NU's Lincoln and Omaha campuses. 
Alan Frank, faculty advisor to the recruitment com­ 
mittee. helped establish the program when he came to the 
college in 1972 and found only one minority student. 
Students were not enjoying "the benefit of diversity,” 
he says. 
There are now five minority students and 135 women in 
the law college’s enrollment of 474. The figures five years 
ago were two and 15. 
Any quotas? "No, no, no," Law Dean John Strong is 
quick to point out 
There is no recruitment effort for women because their 
enrollment figures are "up and up without any affirmative 
effort on our part,” he noted. About 40% of this year’s 
entering class were women. 
Standards same for all 
The college uses the same*admissions standards for all 
students, Strong said. About 1,000 apply for 180 entering 
spaces but, even with a recruitment effort, few of them are 
minority members. 
There are no blacks enrolled in the College of Den­ 
tistry. And that, admits Jack Knodle. coordinator of the ad­ 
missions committee, is "embarrassing 
Only two blacks applied this year But in the final sor­ 
ting, it was determined that their test scores were too low 
for admission. 
Of the 264 dental students now enrolled, 22 are women 
and five are minority members (including one of the wo­ 
men ) One student is an American Indian; four are Asians. 
Five years ago, three of the 248 students were women 
and three were minority members. But again, no blacks. 
The college has had only two black graduates in the 
past 24 years. 
Knodle said a minority recruitment effort is under­ 
taken, largely through the University of Nebraska at 
Omaha, but there are no numerical goals or quotas. 
On the employment level, Ms. Coffey says, she urges 
employment of "qualified” women and minority members 
when those segments of the population are being clearly 
underutilized. 
"There is simply an obligation to put forth a good faith 
effort to search for qualified candidates where they’ve 
never searched before," she said. "We do not want 
preferential treatment for anyone,* but neither should the 
colleges continue to practice "the buddy system" wh'^ 
traditionally favored white males. 
NU was a year ahead of most institutions when it 
launched its own equal opportunity program in 1971, Ms, 
Coffey noted. “ 1 only wish it had sustained that effort. 


Hijack ed jet roams Mid east 


Beirut, Lebanon (AP) — A hijacked 
Japanese airliner landed in Damascus, Syria, 
early Monday with 29 hostages still aboard 
after a refueling stop in Kuwait. The hijackers 
released seven other hostages in Kuwait. 


The Japanese Foreign Ministry said the 
plane landed without permission from the air­ 
port, but Syrian authorities agreed to supply 
fuel for the aircraft and food and water for the 
40 persons aboard. 


A foreign Ministry spokesman in Tokyo 
said there was no indication what would 
happen next. But he said since the hijackers 
asked for food and fuel, it was assumed they 
would continue their journey in quest of a coun­ 
try that would give them asylum. 


Three Americans were reported among the 
captives of the Japanese ‘‘Red Army” 
guerrillas on the Japan Air Lines DC8. The 
hijackers had ordered the plane to fly to the 
Middle East on Sunday after 5V2 terror-filled 
Time away 
from piano 
is important

Misha Dichter prepares for all his 
recitals much the same way — an hour or so 
by himself, playing his program to an empty 
auditorium, adapting to a different piano in a 
different town. 
Dichter said he prefers Steinways, but, 
for Sunday night's concert at Kimball Recital 
Mall, he played on a Baldwin. He said he 
prefers pianos that have some resistance. 
Dichter was the second artist in Kimball 
Recital Hall’s performing arts series. 
For this year of concerts, Dichter added 
two pieces to his recital repertoire: 
Beethoven’s "Six Variations in F Major” and 
Schubert’s “ Grand Sonata in B-flat Major." 
To learn the Schubert, Dichter said he 
used a technique based on mental imagery. 
The time he spent away from the piano was 
as important as the time he spent at the 
keyboard. 
The Schubert, while not that difficult 
technically, is hard to grasp musically, he 
said. 
So, whenever he is by himself or 
traveling by airplane to a concert, Dichter 
concentrates on a mental image of how he 
thinks the piece should sound “ I 11 be 
thinking about it all the time,” he said. 
Dichter, now 30, began piano lessons in 
Los Angeles when he was 6. He and his 
Polish-born parents had emigrated there in 
1948 
He later attended Juilliard School of 
Music in New York City, where he was 
awarded the Joseph Lhevinne Scholarship, 
the highest recognition offered by that 
school. 
In 1966, Dichter won the Silver Medal — 
second place - in the Tchaikovsky Competi­ 
tion in Moscow. A Russian pianist was 
awarded the gold medal 
But, although Dichter has become known 
to Americans who love classical piano — with 


days at Dacca airport in Bangladesh. 
JAL officials said those aboard the plane in­ 
cluded 22 passengers and seven crew 
members, as well as the five hijackers and six 
of their terrorist comrades freed from 
Japanese jails last week. The hijackers were 
also carrying a $6 million ransom. 
Kuwait Defense Minister Sheik Saad Ab­ 
dullah said the plane was headed for 
Damascus. But airport sources said it might 
continue on to the South Yemeni capital of 
Aden. 
Saad said the seven hostages were released 
because they were ill, Thev included four 
Japanese, two Australians and a New 
Zealander. 
Kuwaiti officials initially had refused to let 
the jet land. But Saad said the pilot pleaded 
with authorities that he was low on fuel and his 
craft was in danger. The pilot also gave 
assurances that the plane would land only to 
refuel, the sheik added 
The hijackers are members of the ultra­ 


leftist Japanese "Red Army” which is believed 
to have links to the Beirut-based Popular Front 
for the Liberation of Palestine (PFLP), a 
radical guerrilla group. 
Captured Red Army members have told 
authorities they received training in Yemen 
and Lebanon. Three members of the band were 
responsible for the 1972 bloody massacre at 
Israel’s Lod Airport in which 26 persons were 
killed by random machinegun fire. 
The terrorists commandeered the Paris-to- 
Tokyo flight over India Wednesday 13 minutes 
after the plane made a stopover in Bombay, 
and diverted the craft with 156 persons aboard 
to Dacca airport. 
In the course of round-the-clock negotiations 
with Bangladesh authorities, the hijackers 
freed 118 of their hostages in exchange for $6 
million in ransom and six “ comrades" freed 
from Japanese jails. 
A JAL relief plane left for Dacca from Tokyo 
early Monday to help evacuate the released 
passengers and crew. Most of the passengers 


were expected to fly to Bangkok later Monday 
en route to Tokyo. 
Taking advantage of the hijack siege, rebel 
military officers staged a bloody but short­ 
lived coup in Bangladesh early Sunday in which 
dozens were killed, The uprising temporarily 
halted negotiations between the terrorists and 
Bangladesh officials but the plane left the air­ 
port later Sunday. 
Bangladesh officials cleared the plane for 
take-off despite a last-minute appeal from 
Japanese Prime Minister Takeo Fukuda, who 
asked it be kept on the ground at Dacca until 
all the hostages were released. 
One Japanese woman among the freed 
hostages in Dacca told reporters in broken 
English the experience was "terrifying and in­ 
credible." But she said the hijackers — armed 
with automatic weapons, grenades and plastic 
explosives — did not injure any of the 
passengers. 
“Very bad time," she said. "Very, very bad 
time, but we very lucky too." 
Train slams 
truck; 10 die 


Plant City, Fla. (AP) — At least 10 people 
were killed late Sunday when an Amtrak 
passenger train slammed into the pickup truck 
in which they were riding, according to a 
Hillsborough County emergency service 
spokesman. 
Four bodies were found in the truck and six 
others were scattered along the track, a 
highway patrol dispatcher said. 
"They’re still looking for more," said am­ 
bulance supervisor Larry Matson. 
A county sheriff's department spokeswoman 
said no passengers or crew members aboard the 
St. Petersburg-bound train were reported in­ 
jured in the accident east of Plant City and about 
15 miles west of Tampa. 
John Berry, an Amtrak ticket agent in Tampa, 
said the train was a section of The Floridian, 
which originated in Chicago. He said the train 
did not derail. The number of passengers aboard 
was not immediately known.

accolades such as "the best of the new breed 
of pianists” to his credit — the Russian 
pianist is not known. 
Dichter said that lack of recognition 
could have happened because the Russian 
government does not allow some of its artists 
to tour outside the country: "It’s so crazy 
over there,” he said. 


The winners in the Tchaikovsky Competi­ 
tion were announced after two tie ballots On 
the third vote, an American judge, a conduc­ 
tor, changed his ballot and voted for the 
Russian. 
“ 1 understand that he got an extensive 
tour of the country after that," he said. 
During the summer. Dichter lives in 
Aspen. He taught one class at the Aspen 
Music Festival last summer. He spent much 
of his time there "playing a lot of tennis." 


Dichter recorded five albums last year 


for Phillips Records, including all-Beethoven 
and Lizst recitals. 
Although, his programs feature a broad 
spectrum of composers, in recent years he 
has played a lot of Robert Schumann. 
■ He was so crazy. He finally went in­ 
sane." But with that insanity, he said, was a 
* blazing genius." 
Dichter does not worry about what im­ 
pending catastrophe could happen to him at a 
performance. Enough bad things happen 
without having to dream them up, he said 
Like what happened to him last week in 
Washington. D C., when he showed up at a 
concert prepared to play the wrong piece. 
He went to rehearsal thinking that he 
would be performing Brahams First Piano 
concerto.

It s anybody's guess what impact the latest 
edition of National Health Planning Guidelines 
will have on Nebraska's hospitals and health 
care delivery system as a whole. 
The guidelines were issued 10 days ago by 
the U.S. Department of Health. Education and 
Welfare. 
The proposal is designed to promote 
accessibility "to quality health care at a 
reasonable cost.” 
By strictly applying the standards to 
Nebraska, the state in general and cities like 
Lincoln have too many hospital beds and 
hospitals that do not meet efficiency quotas. 
But, “ they (the guidelines) may not, in all 
cases, be applicable to Nebraska,” said Dr. 
Ken Diamond, head of the State Health 
Department’s Division on Health Systems 
Planning. 
The most publicized standard, one which 
may have a profound effect on the 100-plus 
hospitals in Nebraska, is the provision calling 
for the elimination of one out of every 10 of the 
nation's hospital beds. 
Federal standards state that in five years, 
there should be four hospital beds for every 1,- 
000 persons. After that period, the bed- 
popuiation ratio to be attained is 3.7 beds per 
1.000 population. 
Currently, there are 7,978 hospital beds in 
Nebraska which amounts to 5.1 beds for 1,000 
persons. 
For the 17-county area, including Lan­ 
caster County, which falls under the guidance 
of the Southeast Nebraska Health Systems 
Agency, the ratio is 4,5. 
According to Jane Ford, director of the 
Southeast Nebraska Health Systems Agency, 
the regulation is primarily directed toward the 
large urban areas 
"The most overbedded area is tfu? Omaha 
area” which has 6,5 beds per 1,000 population, 
explained Diamond 
However, in certain cases, the guidelines 
do provide exemptions to strict implementa­ 
tion of the proposed rules 
Among them are a higher percentage of 
elderly than the nation’ 10” average; seasonal 
population fluctuations; rural areas with the 
majority of the people being more than 45

minutes from the nearest hospital; and areas 
with hospitals receiving referrals. 
Nebraska has a percentage of elderly 
which is higher than the national average. Ap­ 
proximately 13% of the state’s 1.5 million peo­ 
ple are 65 or older. 
In southeast Nebraska, that figure climbs 
to 13 7 
and an estimated 40 - of the popula­ 
tion here is rural 
In addition, the Lincoln and Omaha 
hospitals do receive referral patients from out­ 
side their immediate areas which may allow 
them to maintain more than four beds per 1,- 
000. 
Around 30 \> of their patients come from 
outside the Lancaster County area, said 
spokesmen for St, Elizabeth Health Center and 
Bryan Memorial Hospital 
“Many of our patients come out of the 
northern tier of Kansas," said Bryan’s ad­ 
ministrator Eugene Edwards. 
Another controversial provision of the 
guidelines is a requirement that general short­ 
term hospitals have an average annual oc­ 
cupancy rate of 80 o. 
Nebraska hospital's total average oc­ 
cupancy was 61.2% for calendar year 1976. 
In the Southeast Nebraska Health Systems 
Agency area, the average annual occupancy 
tor 1976 was 63%, while Lincoln’s three 
hospitals had a rate ot 75 3 ^ (Individual oc­ 
cupancy rates for Lincoln hospitals were 81.1% 
at Bryan, 67.4% at Lincoln General and 76.6% 
at St. Elizabeth). 
Again, certain conditions, such as being 
primarily a rural area, may be recognized and 
allow for lower occupancy rates, 


Obstetrical services also were discussed in 
the proposed guidelines, which called for 2,000 
deliveries annually in each obstetrical unit 
located in areas with a population of 100,000 or 
more. In areas having a population less than 
1(H).000, there should be at least 500 deliveries 
in each unit An average annual occupancy rate 
ol at least 75 
m each unit also is proposed. 
Based on 23,404 newborn discharges in the 
state during 1976, the overall average occupan­ 
cy rate for obstetrical units in Nebrasca was 
44.1” • Omaha, with 8,118 newborn discharges 
had an average OB occupancy rate of 53.7% 
In Lincoln, there were 2,905 newborn dis­ 
charges and the individual hospitals and their 
OB occupancy rates were: Bryan Memorial 
with 32 beds at 73 4 ;; Lincoln General with 17 
beds at 61 4 <; and St Elizabeth with 12 beds at 
82.5 ;. 
Regarding pediatric units, the guidelines 
state that in most cases there should be a 
minimum of 20 beds with an average occupan­ 
cy rate of at least 65 c. 
According to health department statistics, 
34 Nebraska hospitals have pediatric units with 
a total of 535 licensed beds. The average oc­ 
cupancy rate for pediatric units in Nebraska 
during 1976 was 45.9%. 
No non-metropolitan hospital has licensed 
pediatric beds in the Southeast Nebraska 
Health Systems Agency area, said Ms Ford 
But Lincoln’s three hospitals ail have pediatric 
units. The number of beds and occupancy rates 
in 1976, for each hospital was Bryan Memorial 
with 28 beds at 59 6 v, Lincoln General with 19 
beds at 58 3 %; and St, Elizabeth with 22 beds at 
57.8%. 
The proposed federal guidelines also call 
for four beds per 1,000 live births for each neo­ 
natal unit. A minimum of 20 beds has been set. 
The only neonatal unit in Lincoln is located 
at St. Elizabeth, which has six beds. 
Based on nearly 3,000 live births last year 
in Lincoln alone, the hospital could theoretical­ 


ly support another six beds, according to the 
guidelines. If all southeast Nebraska were in- 
included, the 4.803 births in the 17-countv area 
might make it possible to increase the unit to 
the minimum 20 beds, under the guidelines. 
But whether or not a unit of that size could 
succeed in Lincoln has not been established. 
Open heart surgery guidelines recommend 
a minimum of 200 procedures annually in any 
institution in which open heart surgery is per- 
tormed. 
Lincoln’s only open heart surgery unit is 
located at Bryan Memorial Hospital, where 164 
procedures were performed last year. 
However, Edwards reported that the number 
of open heart surgeries being performed in­ 
creases each year. 
The proposed standards also indicate that 
radiation therapy units should serve a popula­ 
tion of at least ¿50,000 persons or at least 450 
new cancer cases per year 
A hospital spokesman at Lincoln General 
said that its unit gives approximately 7,500 
treatments a year and treats from 300 to 400 
new cancer patients each year, including many 
from outside of Lancaster County. 
Computed Tomography Scanners (CAT 
Scanners) should operate at a minimum of 2,- 
500 patient procedures per year, according to 
the federal standards 
Lincoln General’s CAT scanner, which is 
among four in the state, has been in use for ap­ 
proximately six months and a health depart­ 
ment official recently reported that the unit is 
doing less than 100 procedures a month 
But "with an increased knowledge of what 
the machine can do there will be an increase in 
utilization,” said a hospital official 
Bryan too, as well as three other Nebraska 
hospitals, expects to offer CAT scanner ser­ 
vices by mid-1978, Edwards said Bryan’s unit 
will not achieve the 2,500 procedure minimum 
during the first year, "but after that we expect 
trom 2,700 to 3,000 procedures a year "

A tax 
req u est for the Nov , 8 electio n has not 
y et b een set and witho u t additional 
money the schools cou ld not op en u ntil 
after the first of the y ear, 


Clev eland, with 110,000 stu dents, and 
Cincinnati, with 68,000 stu dents, are at 


the b rink of jo ining Toledo in the shu t­ 
down. 
School o fficials in Clev eland, Colu m­ 
b u s. Cincinnati and Day ton say the cost 
of co mp liance with co u rt o rders to in­ 
tegrate, cou p led with v o ter rejectio n of 
school tax issu es, has co ntrib u ted to 
their financial headaches. 
S tate edu catio n o fficials hav e 
already ap p ro v ed closing dates fo r two 
o ther small districts while 21 o thers 
hav e u ndergone au dits to co nfirm their 
ex p ected deficits. Most cou ld clo se in 
Nov emb er o r Decemb er, dep ending on 
whether v o ters ap p ro v e local school 
tax issu es b efo re the money ru ns ou t. 
Su p erintendent Pau l W. Briggs of 
C lev eland say s the sy stem had 
dep ended on the legislatu re for au tho ri­ 
ty to b orrow $15 million to $20 million 
to get throu gh this y ear.

the inconv enience. 
“ The Germans do su ch a good job 
we re off b y 7 a.m. and b ack b y 9,” 
Mrs. Mu ncy said. 
Many of the residents p lan their shop ­ 
p ing in Soc-orro aro u nd the firing day s. 
Fo r v acating their land for u p to 12 
hou rs, each family is p aid $33 p er adu lt 
and $16.50 p er child, p lu s mileage. 
Each rancher also receiv es an annu al 
u se-tee. 
The to tal comp ensation co sts the 
range $500,0(K) a y ear. 
“ They ’v e nev er hit one of o u r wind­ 
mill to wers, a co rral, b arn o r any thing 
in all those y ears," Mrs. Mu ncy said. 
Some residents rememb er the time 


10 y ears ago when a Hou nd Dog missile 
was fired u nannou nced and hit ab ou t 
three q u arters of a mile east of the 
Mu ncy p lace. 
They also recall an occasional dead 
cow after a firing, b u t said the range 
alway s comp ensates. 
Most firings req u ire residents to b e 
p u t of the area b y 6 a.m. o r 7 a.m. Many 
hav e milk cows o r o ther sto ck to tend 
b efore they leav e. 
“ It seems like in the winter they hav e 
the early o nes,” Mrs. Mu ncy said. 
“That means getting the kids u p that 
early and keep ing them u p that long 
b efo re school ev en starts.” 
Rancher H. E. Pender q u estio ns the 


rou tine. 
“ I know a lot of the small ranchers 
are glad when there’s a firing. They get 
so me money and a day off. Bu t I don’t 
hav e that mu ch to do in town,” Pender 
said. 
“So we’re o u t there, b lu ndering 
arou nd in the dark. There’s cows to 
milk. In the winter there’s ice to b reak. 
In the fall there’ll b e hu ndreds of cattle 
to feed. It’s damned aggrav ating,” he 
said. 
“ I’v e no q u arrel with the Army , 
They ’re good ab o u t p ay ing and they ’v e 
nev er damaged u s. If I thou ght they ac­ 
tu ally needed this area. I’d say fine. 
Bu t I don’t think they need it.”

Su p ermarket sho p p ers got a b reak last 
month, with p rices edging down almo st 1%, an 
Associated Press marketb asket su rv ey shows. 
Continu ing declines in the co st of co ffee 
and p ork chop s, along with scattered sav ings 
on a v ariety of o ther items, help ed o ffset in­ 
creases. mainly in the p rice of o range ju ice. 
The AP drew u p a rando m list of 15 co m­ 
monly p u rchased food and nonfood items, 
checked the p rice at one su p ermarket in each 
of 13 cities on March 1,197 3 and has rechecked 
on o r ab o u t the start of each su cceeding month. 
The latest su rv ey showed that the market­ 
b asket to tal at the checklist sto re declined 
du ring Sep temb er in 10 cities, drop p ing an 
av erage of 1 . 9 ' and increased in three cities, 
rising an av erage of 2.9'7 r. On an ov erall b asis, 
the marketb asket b ill at the checklist sto res 
was eight-tenths of a p er cent lower at the start 
of Octo b er than it was at the start of the 
p receding month, 
The situ atio n was an imp ro v ement ov er 
Au gu st when p rices rem ain^ fairly steady , 
with the marketb asket to tal increasing at the 
checklist sto res in six cities, decreasing in six 
cities and remaining the same in one The 
av erage marketb asket b ill decreased ab ou t a 


third of a p er cent du ring Au gu st. 
Comp aring cu rrent p rices with those at the 
b t'ginning of 197 7 , The AP fou nd the market­ 
b asket b ill was u p an av erage of 8.2%. Most of 
the increase was du e to the higher p rice of 
coffee which, desp ite recent declines, remains 
$1 o r mo re a p ou nd ab ov e Jan. 1 lev els. When 
coffee was remov ed fro m the list, the av erage 
marketb asket b ill showed an increase of only 
1.5 'f o v er the p ast nine months. 
Go v ernment eco no mists hav e p redicted 
that food p rices alone will rise 6 %du ring 1977 
and will continu e to go u p at a rate of from 3 to 
6 ' r nex t y ear. 
The go v ernment figu res show that food 
p rices hav e risen 277© since 197 3 and 
au tho rities say mo re than 907© of the increase 
has gone for lab or, p ackaging and marketing. 
The trend is likely to continu e. Su p er­ 
market News, a trade p u b lication, q u oted 
go v ernment eco no mists recently as say ing that 
highly manu factu red o r p ro cessed foods will 
lead the way in p rice increases nex t y ear while 
farm co mmo dities — with relativ ely few lab or 
and marketing co sts — will decline slightly .

There were also o ther areas in which co nfid ence 
in the Presid ent d eclined , and these co u ld p ro v e as 
co stly as the Lance affair. ‘‘His hand ling o f fo reign 
p o licy m atters,” which enjo y ed a slim 43-40% 
p o sitiv e rating in Ju ly , fell to a 52-34% p o sitiv e rating 
in Ju ly , fell to a 52-34% negativ e rating in Sep tember.

o ther key areas, and here the Lance affair seems to 
hav e had an imp act. On his “ hand ling o f relatio ns 


with Co ngress,” C arter has d ro p p ed to a bare 46-44% 
p o sitiv e rating, d o wn fro m a mu ch higher 51-38 
in 
Ju ne. While the accep tance o f Lance’s resignatio n 
eased the co nfro ntatio n between the White Ho u se and 
Cap ito l Hill o n the m atter, the Presid ent no wanu st 
co nv ince the p u blic that he is cap able o f mo v ing his 
energy p ro gram , the Panam a Canal I reaty and o ther 
key issu e thro u gh the Co ngress. 


On his “ ap p o intm ents to high o ffice,” the Presi­ 
d ent has slip p ed fro m a 55-25% p o sitiv e rating last 
Febru ary , ju st after he mad e his m ajo r jo b cho ices 
kno wn, d o wn to a 46-40% negativ e m ark in this latest 
read ing.

The accusat ions are apparent ly 
based on mere assumpt ions t hat LES has 
no legal leg t o st and on in it s disput e wit h 
NPPD, t hat t he Lincoln syst em is direct ­ 


ly responsible f or what ever cash f low 
problem NPPD might be experiencing 
and t hat LES has made no ef f ort t o ac­ 
commodat e t he power wholesaler. 
The rurals appear t o be involved in 
t his collusion wit hout benef it of hearing 
bot h sides of t he st ory. 


LES has provided an opport unit y f or 
it s side of t he st ory t o be heard. The Lin­ 
coln e le c t r ic u t ilit y has invit ed 
spokesmen f or t he concerned rural dis­ 
t rict s t o a meet ing t his Thursday t o 
explain t he LES- NPPD disput e f rom it s 
st andpoint . Any quest ions t he rurals may 
have concerning t he m at t er are 
welcome, according t o LES. 


The Lincoln syst em should have it s 
case heard bef ore it is branded as t he 
bad guy by NPPD’ s ot her wholesale 
cust omers. If t he rurals want t o support 
legislat ion providing f or t he payment of 
disput ed sums during lit igat ion, f ine. But 
LES should not be j udged unf airly in ac­ 
t ing t o prot ect it s cust omers. 


Local pois get mixed ratings 


Judging f rom t he result s of a poll 
published in t he Sunday Journal and St ar 
yest erday, Lincoln and Lancast er Count y 
public of f icials may be t empt ed t o t ake 
st ock of t heir perf ormance in of f ice. 
Mayor Boosalis is barely holding her 
head above wat er in a j ob approval 
rat ing t hat has slight ly more people ap­ 
proving of her perf ormance t han disap­ 
proving. C onsidering t he st ead y 
drumbeat of crit icism and complaint , 
largely undeserved, aimed at her by 
some Cit y Council members since she 
assumed of f ice, t he mayor is probably 
lucky t o st ill be on t he plus side of t he 
ledger. The oddest aspect of her rat ing is 
t hat she does well among t he young and 
t he lower income, yet is rat ed relat ively 
low by Democrat s, of whom she is one, 
and who usually are more of t en f ound 
among t he young and t he lower income. 
The council, f or all it s sniping, does 
not f are t oo well in t he poll eit her, nor 
does t he count y board. 
A signif icant percent age of t hose 
responding t o t he Select ion Research, 
Inc. poll really have no solid opinion as t o 
t he adequacy of t he council’ s and t he 
board’ s perf ormance. There were many 
in t he "f air” column and t he "no 
opinion” column. 
There is some danger in t rying t o 
compare t he rat ings of t he mayor wit h 
t hose of t he council and t he count y 
board. The quest ion on Mrs. Boosalis 
demanded a st raight up or down vot e; in 
j udging t he councilm en and com - 


missioners, respondent s were given 
several choices. 
Yet t he pat t erns which emerged are 
not part icularly surprising. 
People’ s percept ions of t heir local 
government s are of t en f uzzy, hence t he 
high percent ages of neut ral or no opinion 
responses wit h regard t o t he legislat ive 
branch — or in t he count y board’ s case, 
t he execut ive- legislat ive branch. This is 
not unusual in Lincoln- Lancast er Count y, 
or most anywhere else f or t hat mat t er. 
For t he sake of comparison, it may 
have been int erest ing t o have given 
respondent s wider lat it ude in j udging t he 
mayor’ s perf ormance, but even great er 
choice could not disguise t he f act t hat 
what ever dissat isf act ion wit h govern­ 
ment exist s is m ost likely t o be 
regist ered against a single st rong 
execut ive in t he absence of palpably in­ 
compet ent or scandalous perf ormance 
on t he part of t he legislat ive branch. 
This is not t o suggest t hat Mrs. 
B oosalis does not have p o lit ica l 
problems of her own which t ranscend 
normal polling pat t erns; she obviously 
does, because she has slipped somewhat 
f rom previous polling levels f or reasons 
of which council opposit ion is only one. 
The upshot of it is t hat t he mayor, on 
a st raight approve- disapprove vot e is 
holding her own. The council and t he 
count y board bot h elicit ed a great blah 
response. Nobody can t ake great com­ 
f ort f rom t hat , nor should t hey be great ly 
discouraged.

Washin gton — With the down fall of 
Bert Lan ce, the n ews bu sin ess has been 
credited with an other “ v ictory .” It is 
the kin d of credit that m akes those of 
u s in the bu sin ess u n easy . If we thin k it 
is ju stified, we say that we hav e more 
power than we wan t. If we don 't thin k it 
is ju stified, we are distu rbed that other 
people do. We are, we say plain tiv ely , 
reporters, n ot activ ists; the watchdog, 
n ot the arrestin g officer. 
B u t e v en a s w e a g on iz e , w e 
ex perien ce a n ot u n pleasan t awaren ess 
of ou r own importan ce. Credit aside, 
the role of the v igilan t, m ilitan t free 
press has again been con firmed. We 
are n ecessary an d u sefu l. 
That IS heady stu ff, which is why I 
commen d to my colleagu es a tim ely 
an tidote. It is an article in a n ew 
periodical, the Washin gton Jou rn alism 
R ev iew , by L a rry M cM u rtry , a 
n ov elist. 
1 don ’t agree with McMu rtry . In fact 
I am in fu riated by his article becau se it 
qu estion s the v ery basis of what I 
believ e abou t the role of the press in a 
free society . Bu t the in fu riatin g can be 
stimu latin g, an d the stimu latin g is 
alway s v alu able. 
Sin ce few ou tside the n ews bu sin ess 
are likely to see M cM u rtry ’s article, let 
me, to the ex ten t that space perm its, 
giv e him his say . 
He raises two big qu estion s. Is the 
heav y n ew s d ie t bein g fed th e 
American pu blic n ecessary or ev en 
desirable? An d does the press hav e the 


power an d in flu en ce it thin ks it has? 
You can 't strike closer to the ju gu lar 
than that. 
The n ews in du stry assu m es, say s 
McMu rtry , that the pu blic n eeds its 
produ ct, ju st as Detroit assu m es that 
the pu blic n eeds its cars. That is an 
assu mption he qu estion s. 
He correctly iden tifies its basis, as 
adv an ced by n ews people: "An in ­ 
form ed c itiz e n ry is th e s u re s t 
safegu ard of good gov ern men t an d 
hu man e society .” Bu t he calls that a 
weak if n ot lu dicrou s ration ale. 
“ The hu man propen sity for fly in g in 
the face of fact rages completely u n ­ 
checked” despite the best efforts of the 
press, he declares. He cites Richard 
Nix on 's two presiden tial election v ic­ 
tories after two decades of “ ju diciou sly 
damn in g words” from the press as 
ev iden ce, an d su ggests: “ It is con ­ 
ceiv able that n ews, like poetry , makes 
n othin g happen .” 
Like man y people, in clu din g some 
jo u rn a lis ts , 
M cM u rtry 
se e s an 
irritatin g arrogan ce in the press. Bu t 
ben eath it he detects an in secu rity born 
of the ephem eral n atu re of the produ ct 
an d the press’ own impoten ce. 
The press, he say s, is hau n ted by the 
recogn ition that the in flu en ce it claims 
may be a hallu cin ation . 
"Certain ly jou rn alists hav e ex cellen t 
reason s for su spectin g that their power 
is n ot qu ite real, sin ce they kn ow better 
than an y on e that the produ ct they are 
sellin g IS in deed a su perflu ity . It is n o

sort of n ecessity , an d there is alway s 
ju st the chan ce that the pu blic will fin d 
this ou t. 
“ Some seer m ay come alon g an d 
poin t ou t to them that it is qu ite possi­ 
ble to lead san e an d happy liv es, to be 
well edu cated an d cu ltu rally activ e, 
an d ev en to perform their du ties as 
citizen s in telligen tly an d respon sibly 
with n o recou rse whatev er to the AP 
an d the UPI, the Washin gton Post or 
the New York Times, or Tim e or 
Newsweek, or ABC, CBS, an d NBC.” 
While he sees little dan ger that this 
“ n ation of n ews-ju n kies” will kick the 
habit, he asserts that doin g so can 
prod u c e a " s e n s e of c re e p in g 
peacefu ln ess” an d the min d’s retu rn to 
“a con dition of alm ost Wordsworthian 
freshn ess." 
McMu rtry raises some prov ocativ e 
qu estion s — “ W hether or n ot the n ews 
in du stry is actu ally pu ttin g obstacles in 
the way of sou n d citizen ship an d hu man 
happin ess,” for on e. He goes on : 
“ Is It possible that the stimu li of 
n ews-bombardmen t is activ ely harm ­ 
fu l. creatin g, as it does, a con stan t, if 
slight em otion al disru ption — the 
equ iv alen t, perhaps, of a low fev er’’ 
Why is It that su ch a high percen tage of 
n ews is n egativ e n ot merely in con ten t 
bu t in ton e; is it caterin g to a hu man 


n eed for bad n ews or is it creatin g su ch 
a n eed? Can n ewspapers be said to be 
performin g the cathartic fu n ction s of 
Greek religiou s dram a, to pu rge u s of 
pity an d terror by in formin g u s con ­ 
stan tly abou t the pitifu l an d the 
terrorized? . . . 
’How mu ch n ews is en ou gh, how 
mu ch is too mu ch, how mu ch is a su r­ 
feit an d how mu ch a disaster? Does 
n ews do an y harm, does it do an y good, 
is it really an agen t of cu ltu re or m ere­ 
ly on e of the in n u merable idle pastim es 
with which we distract ou rselv es?” 


W ell, y ou can u n d erstan d why 
M cM u rtry 's article is likely to m ake a 
jou rn alist see red. Nev ertheless, his 
qu estion s are worth pon derin g on ce the 
flu sh of in dign ation fades. 
1 agree with him that the n ews 
bu sin ess is plagu ed by su perficiality , 
triv iality , an d n egativ ism. I agree that 
a spell aw ay from the n ews can 
prod u c e " a s e n s e of c r e e p in g 
peacefu ln ess.” 1 agree, ev en , that a 
person can be a good — if passiv e — 
citizen withou t patron izin g the n ews 
bu sin ess. 


It does n ot follow, howev er, that a 
free society cou ld lon g rem ain free 
withou t a free press — flawed, eccen ­ 
tric, an d an n oy in g thou gh that press 
might be. The v acu u m in ev itably wou ld 
be filled by au thoritarian gov ern men t, 
an d the “ peacefu ln ess ” of the citizen ry 
wou ld n ot be that of a free people.

Yes. we shou ld care abou t the 
healin g of min ds — bu t let’s do 
it before it’s too late. 
I also won der if this m other 
wou ld be of the sam e opin ion if 
it were her dau ghter who had 
been raped. If she wou ld see 
her dau ghter su ffer the trau m a 
of rape, wou ld she feel sorry 
for the rapist an d ex cu se him 
becau se of a sick min d, or 
wou ld she wan t him pu n ished 
lor the crim e he comm itted?

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Broad genetic base vital to corn breeders

Graduate students fro m 
overseas are playing in impor­ 
tant role in the University o f 
Nebraska corn breeding 
program, according to Dr. Neil 
Compton, NU corn breeder. 


There are now 150 foreign 
students in agronomy at the 
university compared to 60 a 
lew years ago. Compton at­ 
tributes the sharp increase to 
better local funding available 
in many of the world’s oil 
producing nations. 
"Many of them work with us 
on breeding programs. They 
often take sotne seed home 
with them and later send me 
seed from their own coun­ 
tries," Compton said. "We can 
get a broad genetic base into 
our national corn crop by using 
corn varieties from all over 
the world." 
Compton received some corn 
from Rumania that was quite 
unusual 
but useful 
in 
Nebraska. "Most earfy types 
of corn are from the northern 


states and Canada. They can 
tolerate cold quite well but 
have little ability to stand 
heat," he said. 
The varieties from Rumania 
can withstand hot, dry periods 
without damage to the crop 
that would sizzle northern- 
grown U.S. varieties. 


Dr. John Lonnquist, now a 
corn breeder at the University 
of Wisconsin, established a 
corn breeding program at NU 
that is somewhat different 
than the programs used at 
most seed corn companies and 
university research programs. 
"Most programs are conser­ 
vative. They use known lines 
that are good and cross them 
to get a better type. It works 
but you end up with a fairly 
narrow genetic base for the 
national corn crop,” Compton 
said. 
His approach is to cross old 
open-pollinated varieties in 
large plots naturally and then 
select individual plants that 
show promise of improvement. 
These later can be developed 


into hybrids. 
Compton feels that a wider 
genetic base ought to give the 
nation better protection from a 
disease such as corn blight that 
struck a large portion of the 
corn crop that contained 
susceptible Texas male sterile 
gene a few years ago. 
Corn developed originally in 
the Western Hemisphere on 
small plots farmed by Indians. 
" I have a great respect for the 
Inca corn breeders. They were 
really very professional about 
it," Compton said. 
Many mountain valleys in 
South America have their own 
variety of corn ranging from 
the huge kernel types of the In- 
cas to tiny-eared mountain 
varieties still used in chicken 
feed by Indian farmers. 
Compton’s methods have 
produced some interesting 
results. "We crossed Krug, an 


open-pollinated 
variety that 
was once used in Nebraska, 
with a Mexican type. The corn 
has gradually turned purple,” 
tie said. "Some stalks have 


produced up to six ears of pret­ 
ty good corn." 
Indian corn often was many 
colored but various tribes also 
grew yellow, white, red, 
brown, blue and purple ears. " I 
really don't know why most of 
the corn we use today is yellow 
or white. I expect purple corn 
might bother grain graders a 
little,” he said. 
Compton admits that being a 
corn breeder tends to isolate 
him from the rest of the world 
but he has his moments of 
satisfaction. " I released a 
Nebraska variety I thought 
was pretty good a few years 
ago. Today I can still spot it in 
many of the commercial 
varieties sold by private firms. 
That gives me a very good 
feeling," he said. 
Compton doesn't worry 
about the world not being able 
to produce enough food if its 
population doubles in the next 
JO years as expected " I think 
we probably can double corn 
production in the same period 
of 
tim e 
if

resources,” he said. “ We 
made a big jump in productivi­ 
ty with single-cross hybrids.” 
"We ('an increase production 
of corn or yield of corn rapidly. 
What slows us down is the need 
to breed in strong stalks, dis­ 
ease resistance and other fac­ 
tors to get a good variety 
farmers can depend on," he 
said. 
(ienetic material from wild 
corn and old v a rie tie s 
developed by Indians and 
farmers around the world may 
hold the key to doubling corn 
production 
"It is important 
that this material be collected 
and preserved. 
We need 
isolated plots in which to in­ 
crease the seed,” he said. 
Plots are a problem because 
the experimental corn must be 
protected from other corn 
pollen. This is the only way 
breeding material from old 
fashioned open-pollinated 
varieties can be maintained 
for scientists to use to produce 
new highly productive disease 
and insect-resistant varieties.

Did you ever wonder about 
those f igures you see in reports 
of soil loss from farms;’ How 
many millions of tons of soil 
were lost in the recent series 
of ra in sto rm s a cro ss 
Nebraska?

3-foot box 3 feet deep will hold 
about one ton of dirt.

Laboratory data used to test 
pesticides used by the farmers 
and homeowners, are suddenly 
suspect. A check of 40 
laboratories by the Food and 
Drub Administration indicates 
that at least five used in­ 
adequate procedures in record­ 
keeping or testing. 
Nobody knows how serious 
the situation is, but some 3,400 
tests run by one lab alone are 
now under suspicion and will 
have to be rerun. 
The cost will probably run 
into the millions, adding to the 
cost of the c h e m ic a ls 
marketed. Some may turn out 
to be products that should 
never have been released in 
the first place. 
People opposed to the use of 
any chemical for any purpose 
are charging that the tests 
were a deliberate fraud. Given 
the huge sums of money in­ 
volved in the development of 
any pesticide, the temptation 
to cheat is apallingly apparent. 
If deliberate cheating and 
bribes are proven, it could well 
destroy the a g ricu ltu ral 
chemical industry. At best, the 
carelessness has created a 
monsterous 
public relations 
problem for anyone using 
chemicals.

It could soon cost Lincoln area 
residents more than a dime to make a 
pay telephone call. 
Home telephone bids could jump trom 
$1 to $1.50 a month, while businessmen 
would have to pay up to a third more for 
service. 
Those are just some of the ways the 
Lincoln Telephone & Telegraph Co. is 
proposing to bring in an additional $6 
million which company executives say 
they need to keep the firm in business 
next year 
Whether or not LT&T gets all or just 
a part of the money requested will be 
determined by the Nebraska Public Ser­ 
vice Commission, which opens a week of 
hearings on the subject Monday. The 
hearings will begin at 9:30 a m. in the 
state office building. 
Commissioner Harold Simpson of Lin­ 
coln. who will conduct the hearings, said 
testimony by the phone company and 
citizens could take the entire week 
Although the hearings will be conducted 
similar to a trial. Simpson promised to 
keep some tim e open for people

protesting the application to testify each 
day. 
"This will be a convenience to the 
public." Simpson said, “ so they won’t 
have to come back the next day."

Omaha ( A P ) — Regional u tility 
representatives say power reserves for 
the region are adequate well into the next 
decade. 
The representatives were interviewed 
by the Omaha World Herald. 
A report by fhe National Electric 
Reliability Council predicts neighborhood 
blackouts or government-imposed power 
use restrictions by 1979, mainly on the 
East Coast. 
The council is an industry group formed 
in 1988 by power companies as a result of 
the 1965 blackout in the northeastern 
United States. 
The general manager of the Mid* 
Continent Area Pow er Pool, Duane 
Hawthorn, says, “ If everything stays on 
schedule and our load projections are cor­ 
rect, then we should he in good shape until 
1986." 
Through the power pool, individual 
utilities can borrow and lend electricity to 


other members. The pool also serves as an 
interconnection with other parts of the na­ 
tion. 
5 
H aw thorn provided M id w estern 
statistics for the national council's report. 
Tempering his optim ism , though. 
Hawthorn warned that signs of power 
shortages that occurred on the East Coast 
a few years ago are beginning to appear in 
the Midwest. 
He noted there arc problems in getting 
rights of way for power lines and court 
battles over power plant sites in the 
Midwest today, as there were in the East 
Itefore power outages occurred there. 
Representatives 
of 
the Omaha and 
Nebraska Public Power Districts agreed 
with Hawthorn that their power outlook 
looks favorable until about 1986. 
N PPD Deputy General Manager Don 
Schautelberger says, “ The one problem 
we could have is it plants don't come on 
line on a timely basis. If the plants aren't 


completed on schedule, we could have to 
eat into our reserves. And this eventually 
could lead to the situation where you flick 
the light switch and the lights don’t come 
on. 
He said the most pessimistic estimates 
are that the Midwest might have to start 
dipping into reserves as early as 1984 
Individual utilities normally try to main­ 
tain a 15 per cent reserve power capacity 
to meet peak demands for electricity 
For members of the regional power 
[tool, this translates into a 20 per cent 
reserve because not all utilities in the 
region have peak demands at the same 
time. 
O PPD General Manager Ralph Shaw 
said a recently completed study estimates 
the district will have ample power until 
1986 
Shaw said. W e re in excellent shape 
and we'll continue to be. Uur board is com­ 
mitted to it."

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Lexington farmers’ rally 
echoes to strike slogans 


Lexington (UPI) — Chanting “ We want 
parity,” a crowd of several hundred Lexington- 
area farmers and their families converged on 
the Dawson County fairgrounds here Sunday to 
publicize the financial plight of farmers. 
A "farmers’ strike" parade, organized by 
a group of disgruntled Nebraska farmers, 
stretched an estimated four miles as it crept at 
a tractor's pace from Arapahoe to the 
fairgrounds. 
Pickups, cars, cattle trucks, vans, tractors 
and other pieces of farm machinery traveled to 
the fairgrounds for an hour-long farmers’ 
strike rally. 


Children and adults carried cardboard 
signs bearing such slogans as “ If you want 
more than peanuts to eat, you'd better help 
us,' and “ Now is the time for all good men to 
come to the aid of their farmers.” 
The recurring theme expressed by a hand- 
lul of speakers was: “ No profit, no food.” 
They also called on farmers to spread their 
message across the country and especially to 
Washington, D.C. 


“ We’ve gotta get hold of the Department 
of Agriculture,” said George Boucher of 
Kavenna, farm strike manager in Nebraska. 
President Carter said he used to cuss the 
President and the Secretary of Agriculture 
when he was a farmer, so that gives us a 
license to raise a little hell.” 
Boucher also said farmers will have to 


“ boycott the people that we are buying from so 
they’ll back us." 
“ I don’t think we can afford to vote for 
anyone, and I mean anyone, that won’t back 
our farm strike,” Boucher said. “ Us farmers 
in Nebraska haven't begun to fight and you can 
put your last dollar on that.” 
Farmers from Kansas and Springfield, 
Colo., drove to the Nebraska rally to aid their 
comrades in calling for a Dec. 14 farmers’ 
strike. 
Jim Patterson, who organized a strike 
parade in eastern Colorado, urged farmers to 
form a united front that would convince of­ 
ficials in Washington that American farmers 
cannot survive without 100 per cent parity. 
“ Not one of us can operate at a loss year 
after year in this time of spiraling inflation,” 
he said. “ I’m convinced that Washington is not 
taking our problem seriously.” 
Patterson said America's farmers must go 
on strike Dec. 14 unless they get 100 per cent 
parity for all domestically used or consumed 
agricultural products, 100 per cent parity for 
all exported agricultural products and the dis- 
continuation of meat, livestock and 
agricultural imports until parity prices are 
reached. 
If the farmers’ demands are not met, they 
will refuse to sell farm products, will stop 
producing agricultural products and will not 
buy equipment, production supplies or non- 
essential products, he said.

James Ambrose, the past chairman of the Nebraska 
chapter of Former Agents of the FBI, said the former agents 
“ want to be sure Kearney doesn't get the feeling he is being let 
down.” 


Ambrose, who now is a stockbroker, said the charges 
against Kearney are "unfair” and “ the post-Watergate men­ 
tality is sadly being applied here retroactively.” 


We want to put it in proper perspective. During the time 
there were terrorist bombings and violence. The student infor­ 
mant program had been dropped by the FBI, The FBI had no 
choice but to do what it did. These practices were accepted for 
many years. It was a last resort measure, believe me,” Am­ 
brose said. 


Kearney has been accused of illegally opening the mail and 
tapping phones of friends and relatives of radical activist Ber- 
nardine Dohrn, who has been on the F B I’s most wanted list. 


Ambrose said the Justice Department shouldn't prosecute 
Kearney because the department is deeply responsible for get­ 
ting him in trouble. He said the case should be handled by a 
special prosecutor.

Iro n ically , altho u gh the deman d fo r adu lt 
edu catio n is in creasin g, “ the ex ten sio n an d 
co n tin u in g edu catio n secto r p o ssesses the least 
amo u n t o f p o litical clo u t,” said Dr. Do fi 
McNeil, directo r o f Califo rn ia Po st-Seco n dary 
Mu catio n Co mmissio n , who o p en ed a three- 
day co n feren ce o f the Natio n al Un iv ersity 
Kx ten sio n Asso ciatio n Regio n V Co n feren ce. 
"We ju st hav en ’t so ld (legislatu res) tlie 
bill o f go o ds,” McNeil said. “ Leadership 
within the academic secto r is n eeded to 
achiev e this p o litical clo u t. We can ’t ex p ect 
that great amo rp ho u s bo dy o f stu den ts to do 
it.” 
Co n tin u in g edu catio n , McNeil said, has 
been the “step -child o f the academic establish-* 
men t waitin g aro u n d to be reco gn ized.” 


In Califo rn ia alo n e, he said, mo re than o n e 
millio n stu den ts are en ro lled in co n tin u in g 
edu catio n stu dies, an d the deman d is o n the 
rise in o ther states.

A dinner for 26.5 million may sound 
fantastic but a Lasagna da Vinci meal 
will be served to that many Oct. 12. 
As part of National School Lunch Week 
this year, Oct. 12 will be observed as 
Universal Menu Day with the nation's 
26.5 million school children sharing the 
same meal. 


Other items on the universal menu in­ 
clude Coliseum Broccoli Salad with 
Italian Dressing, Gondola Garlic Bread, 
Sunny Italy Fruit Surprise and Mama 
Mia Milk. 


All of the menu items are part of an 
American School Food Service Associa­ 
tion and the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture jointly-sponsored mul­ 
ticultural menu series to be presented 
throughout the 1977-78 school year. 
School lunch directors around the 
country will have a variety of materials 
including posters, balloons, pencils and 
calendars to help promote the nutrition 
education message, “ Eat to Learn . . . 
Learn to Eat,’’ which will be the new 
five-year theme for the National School 
Lunch Week. 


The theme, to be introduced for the 
first time this year Oct. 9-15, is designed 
to focus attention on the importance of 
good nutrition and to increase awareness 
among students, parents and the general 
public about the benefits of a proper diet. 


According to the American School 
Food Service Association (ASFSA), the 
importance of nutrition education in this 
country is underscored by the fact that 
six of the 10 leading causes of death are 
related to poor nutrition habits. 


In today's society where mothers often 
go to work before their children leave for 
school the first well-balanced meal 
children may receive after dinner the 
evening before is school lunch, notes 
Mary Lou DeZeeuw, ASFSA director of 
nutrition and nutrition education. 
She points out that the Type A lunch 
students eat at school furnishes at least 
one-third or more of the recommended 
daily dietary allowances (KDA). 
“ A well-nourished student performs 
better than a poorly nourished one. The 
tood students eat each day makes a 
difference in the way they look, the way 
they feel, and how well they grow and 
learn,’’ she said. 


A Type A school lunch, which includes 
foods that supply these essential 
nutrients and energy for young, growing 
bodies, includes a meat or meat alter­ 
nate, fruit / vegetable, bread and milk. 
The meat requirement may be met by 
two ounces of lean meat, poultry or fish; 
two ounces of cheese; one egg, or one- 
half cup cooked dry beans or peas, four 
tablespoons of peanut butter or an 
equivalent quantity of any combination 
of the above listed foods. 
The fruit vegetable portion of the 
lunch may be a three-fourths cup serving 
consisting of two or more vegetables or 
fruits or both in raw or cooked form. A 
serving (one-fourth cup or more) of full- 
strength vegetable or truit-juice may be 
counted to meet not more than one- 
fourth cup of this requirement. 
The bread requirement is met by 
providing one slice of whole-grain or 
enriched bread or a serving of other 
breads such as cornbread, biscuits, rolls, 
muffins, etc. made with whole gram or 
enriched meal or flour. 
And the milk requirement calls for 
one-half pint of milk which may be 
whole, lowfat, skim, buttermilk or 
llavored.

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Reactions to ‘Elvis in Concerf will vary

Misha Dichter, a premiere pianist, graced 
the Kimball Hall stage Sunday evening as one of 
the events of the Performing Arts Series 
Playing before a packed hall, the gifted pianist 
performed a recital of four compositions that 
gathered momentum and power with each 
different composer. There can be little doubt 
that Dichter gave an ample demonstration as to 
why is is one of the most sought-after pianists on 
the international concert scene. 
The opening composition, Six Variations in 
F major, by Beethoven, saw a well-disciplined 
artist interpret another artist's work 
The 
variations composed on an original theme in 1802 
have each variation develop in a different key, 
tempo and mood. 
Next on the program was Schubert's Grand 
Sonata No. 3 in B flat major. It is considered by 
many to be one of Schubert's best piano pieces. 
Although somewhat long-winded - as are many 
of Schubert's extended works — it does have 
some hauntingly beautiful moments and Dichter 
was easily in command of the more difficult 
passages. 


Re v ie w 


After intermission the technical demands 
became greater with a performance of 
Faschingsschwank aus Wien by Schumann. 
Dichter’s facility and power was on display in 
this brilliant work as well as his ability to keep 
the lyrical qualities in the foreground when 
needed. 


The well-known Sonata No. 7 in B flat major 
bv Prokofiev was to be the highlight of the 
evening for a major portion of the audience. This 
work, first performed in 1943, demands a first- 
class pianist with its agitated driving rhythms 
and highly technical passages. The last move­ 
ment, Precipitato, is A tremendous % meter 
score that has to be one of the most dynamic 
movements ever written The great power and 
rhythmic precision displayed by Dichter brought 
the audience to their feet for a well-deserved 
standing ovation.

New York — Moving tribute or social 
satire? Reactions to “ E lv is in 
Concert,” which can be seen on CBS 
Monday night will depend on where 
viewers register on the Elvis-adulation 
scale. Worshippers should be thrilled. 
The rest of us can be understandably 
startled. 
Produced by Dwight Hemion and 
G ary Sm ith, the program was 
videotaped last summer, at concerts in 
Nebraska and South Dakota, only 
weeks before Elvis Presley died on 
Aug. 16 at the age of 42. In a frenzy of 
cosmetic editing, sequences of Elvis 
performing his standard repertory 


(from “ Jailhouse Rock” to “ How 
Great Thou Art") are mixed and alter­ 
nated with glimpses of the overall 
Elvis phenomenon. 
The stage is seen being prepared, the 
traveling performer is found protected 
by his entourage, fans are interviewed 
and even Elvis’s father is brought on 
for a segment, filmed just a few days 
ago, thanking the public for the cards, 
letters and flowers, and assuring 
everyone that ‘‘success didn't make 
him think he was something he 
wasn’t.” 
The fans are ardent. A young 
woman: “He will always be king, no 
matter what!” A young man: " I think 
he's a very religious person — he’s 


human.” Another young woman, 
recalling an old polio poster campaign, 
says, “ I would’ve given anything to be 
in the shoes of the little polio girl Elvis 
was kissing.” 
Meanwhile, in the concert arenas, 
following the incessant hawking of 
Elvis posters and souvenirs, the 
audience is primed to the point of 
hysteria with a momentous musical 
fanfare and a speech of introduction. 
The lights dim, and Elvis strolls out 
into pandemonium. 
But this is no longer the young man 
whose street-punk style changed the 
course of American popular music. Fat 
and puffy, he is almost a grotesque 
parody of his former self. The boyish 


grin can barely peek through heavy 
jowls. The white sequined jumpsuit is 
bulging with a huge gut. The performer 
obviously finds it difficult even to bow 
The famous Elvis wriggle has been 
reduced to occasional self-conscious 
knee spasms. 
But the Elvis phenomenon continues 
unabated as admirers wait at the foot 
of the stage for a series of white 
scraves that assistants place around 
the singer’s neck before he tosses them 
to the audience, creating the unfor­ 
tunate image of some aging stripper in 
a seedy burlesque house 
Intentionally or not, “ Elvis in 
Concert” turns out to be an intriguing 
document

(AP) — The bodies of Elvis 
Presley and his mother were transferred Sunday 
evening from the mausoleum at Forest Hill 
Cemetery to the Presley estate, Graceland man­ 
sion. 
No announcement was made of the transfer, 
which was approved by city zoning officials 
Wednesday. Although security was tight, there 
were about 100 persons at the mansion's side 
gate when the two white hearses containing the 
copper coffins arrived. 
Capt W. W. Marlar, police command duty of­ 
ficer, said the bodies were moved at 7 p.m. 
without incident. 
There were 13 law enforcement officers in­ 


volved, eight policemen and five deputy sheriffs, 
Marlar said. 
He said the bodies were buried on the estate 
grounds Sunday evening and security 
arrangements were turned over to the family. 
The 42-year-old Presley, who died of an ap­ 
parent heart attack Aug. 16, was entombed at 
the white marble mausoleum two days later. 
The body of his mother, Gladys Smith Presley, 
was moved to the mausoleum after her son’s 
death. Mrs. Presley died Aug. 14,1958, at age 46. 
The Presley family received unanimous ap­ 
proval from zoning officials last week to move

Pilot, family of 6 die 
whe n airplane cras he s 


Skykomish, Wash. (U PI) — Six members of a family — 
the father, mother, two sons and their wives — were killed in 
the mountain crash of a charter plane, leaving four children 
orphans, officials said Sunday. 
The pilot was the seventh victim of the crash Saturday in 
which all those aboard were killed. The single-engine craft, 
apparently chartered for a fishing trip, sheered off treetops, 
then plunged to earth and burned in a heavily-wooded area of 
the Cascade Mountains. 
Federal officials were investigating the crash, which oc­ 
curred in good weather. 
The victoms were identified as Austin and Marge 
Carpenter of Little River, Calif., in their sixties; their son 
Dave and his wife, Sue, of Encinitas, Calif.; and another son, 
Peter, and his wife, Trudy, of Eugene, Ore. The sons and their 
wives were believed to be in their thirties. 
The Encinitas family was reported to have two sons, 10 
and 12 years old, and the Eugene couple a son and daughter 
about 7 and 8. 
The pilot was identified as Greg Thompson, 25, by Ken- 
more Air Harbor, which also provided identities of the other 
victims. 
Thompson, flight instructor for the Kenmore, Wash., 
firm, had 3,000 hours of flying time logged, said Bill Whitney, 
a pilot for the company. 
Federal Aviation Administration authorities reported the 
DoHavilland Beaver airplane was en route from Kenmore to 
Penticton. British Columbia, when it went down about three- 
quarters of a mile from a highway at the 4,000-foot level. 
Witnesses said the plane sheered off the top of some trees 
before crashing. The craft was demolished, the FAA said.

Los Angeles (A P) — A Los Angeles 
Dodgers-Philadelphia Phillies playoff series, 
some feel, is a little like getting your dessert 
before you get through the liver and peas — 
the National League playoffs figure to be the 
best of baseball’s postseason fare. 
Los Angeles and Philadelphia square off 
Tuesday night for their best-of-five playoff 
set, a series that’s expected to be so go()d it 
threatens to make baseball’s annual fail 
classic, the World Series, seem anticlimac- 
tic 
Los Angeles, which seemed to have the 
West Division clinched last April, is a team 
eager to make a hero of its novice manager. 
Tommy Lasorda, who last Spring promised 
anybody who'd listen that the Dodgers would 
win it all. 
Philadelphia, with its intimidating lot of 
brutal sluggers, is in the playoffs for the se­ 
cond straight year, and .Manager Danny 
Ozark g’^’ears the experience will tilt the 
scales the Phils’ way. ‘‘I can’t say one team 
will take three in a row.” Ozark says, “ but I 


feel confident. Our team is on the brink.” 
And if the experience doesn’t do it, there's 
always a fellow named Steve Carlton. 
Carlton, considered by many to be the best 
pitcher in baseball, will carry the Phillies’ 
banner in the opener Tuesday night in Los 
Angeles. Going for the Dodgers in the first of 
the best-of-five series will be Tommy John, 
the ace of the pitching staff Lasorda says he 
wouldn’t trade for any in baseball. 
John, 20-7, was asked recently to compare 
the Phillies’ awesome power with that of the 
Reds, a team that has been mighty unfriendly 
to Dodger pitching in the past few season. 
"It’s like comparing the A bomb to the 
hydrogen bomb,” John said. 
But John is going into the game with his 
famous philosophy of hope, the philosophy 
that brought his injury-shriveled pitching 
arm back to Cy Young Award potential in two 
seasons, says of his (late with the Phils;

. Bergland has this authority un­ 
der existing legislation as a 
means of eliminating or 


minimizing "basic inequities 
affecting American farmers.” 
Heinkel, in a letter to 
Bergland, said soybean 
harvest is just now beginning 
and will be in full swing across 
the Midwest in the next two 
weeks. "Estimated soybean 
production is about 1.6 billion 
bushels which is not excessive 
in light of demand,” the MFA 
leader said. 
"As the harvest moves into 
the heavy soybean producing 
areas, farmers will be forced 
to sell their soybeans im­ 


mediately at harvest time. 
Prices could drop sharply — to 
the $3.50 per bushel loan level 
currently announced for 1977,” 
Heinkel said. 


It is not unrealistic to expect 
soybean prices later in the 
year to be $1.50 to $2.00 per 
bushel higher, Heinkel said. 
Thus, the age-old problem of 
farmers being forced to sell 
their product at depressed 
harvest prices and getting no 
benefits on later seasonal price 
increases woul be repeated.
